Christmas at Mount Vernon In those times was
an excesdingly Jolly and festive ocension. Wash-
Inglon wns the richest man lo Virginia, and the
equipments of his houschold were In many re
spects more luxurlous than could be found In the
houses of his well-to-do nelghbors, For example,
the guests at this Christmas dinner were provided
with silver forks—a rure luxury at that perlod,
when gentlemen  customarily ate  with  thelr
knlves, beenuse It was out of the question to 1ift
peas and many other such edibles to the mouth
with the three-tined steel forks commonly Iln use.
It 18 a shock to learn that the father of his
ecountry ate with his knife, yet such Is undeninbly
the fuet. That sage historlnn, Peter Parley, tells
a story (probubly spochryphal) of an occasion
when somebody trled to kill the hmmortal George
by putting poison on his peas. Shoving hls knife
benenth 4 few of thet, and ralsing them to his
Hps, he looked across the table at his enemy, and
suld, “Shall T ent of these?" Stll holding the
knife suspended, he agnin transfixed the man
with his gnze and repented the question, So over-
come wis the would-be palsoner by Washington's
secming prescience that he fled from the table
and the perllous peas remploed uneaten.
At that epoch, in Virginin, the men who walted

on the tuble In most of the country houses wore
plantution garb, At Mount Vernon, however, the

houschold servitors were attired in a handsome
and even strlking lvery of searlet, white and gold,
and the butler wag a dream of gorgeousness, One
mun for eéach two guests was the minlmum allow-
ance. Not only were there viands to be supplied,
it o econstint successlon of bottles contalning
wines of cholee vintage for the consumption of
the male guesta.

Ladies In those days drank next to nothing at
all, To tnke wore than n sip of wine, for elther
muld or matron, would have been regurded ns
the height of Impropricty. But for the men—all
through this Christmas dinner the hottles were
kept going around, Mr, lln'nn Folrfax of Alexun-
drin wonld <say to Mr. G, Loewls nnmks the
table, “George, a gloss of \\lm' with you!” *“With
plensure, Cousin Bryan!"™ the latter would reply,
ns e bowed nand drank. Then Mr. Falrfax would
go through the snme performance with every man
at the wble—and so It went throughout the
repast,

The eatables served ot the dinner were nearly
all of them products of the Mount Vernon estate,
From a gostronomie point of view, no reglon In
the world woas richer than that section of old
Yirginia. There were canyoasbock docks to be
shot on the river In front of the house ; partridges
und venlson were plentiful, and the proprietor of
the munsion ralsed his own heef, pork, and mut-
ton, The only vegetnbles were sweet potatoes,
white potatoes, and beans,

The usunlly tidy room looks
like n bpzane for the sule of faney gools, 'er-
haps neighbors and other friends may come to
exchiange “Merry Christmages!" and to oy, “May
I thunk you here for your lovely gift?"

Between the dark and the daylight, after the
eallers have gone and the children have returned
from thelr play, comes the peaceful and happy
Christiins  evening, The great day s dying;
Chrlstins 18 noarly over. It will be a whole year
before we shall enjoy Its merriment again or re-
member huppy Christmas seasons of the past,
We may lose many things—home, friends, health,
monev—but memory abldes, nnd no one can tnke
from us the happiness that has onee bheen onrs,

On Christtong night we remembor the old days.
We think of those who werg once lere to share
our Joys. “Christmas never cin be  the same
agaln ! mnny people exclalm when they feel as
it the Joy of life has gone forever, If we all took
that view Christmas [tself might die.

Toasts, In those days, were never drunk untll
after the Indles had left the table, and no beputy's
health was ever pledged In this faushion while she
was present. But when the men found theme
selves alone, It was the proper thing for a young
gentlemnn to get upon his feet—which, it 18 to
be hoped, were stlll steady—and to say, "1 give
you Betty Lomax, the most beautiful girl In West-
moreland county " Or perhaps It might be Busan
Lee of Rappnhannock. Such n tonst was custom-
arlly drunk stonding=—with all the honors, as the
phrase was,

Indeed, Christmns wans a grent dny of festiv-
ity In the Virginin of that epoch. Breakfast was
at elght or nine o'clock, unless It had been de-
clded to go a-hunting In the morning—in which
cage the menl was eaten by enndle-light. If there
wis a fox-hunt—na sport of which Washington was
very fond—the host wore a brilllant reéd walst-
cont trimmed with gold Inee, and the ladles who
rode were bheautiful In searlet hablts, On such
oceasions Mrs, Washington would go out In her
“chariot nnd four,” keeplng as close to the hunt
as the roads would permit. Not until 1788 were
the Mount Vernon kennels abolished and the dogs
sold,

Those were days when meals were ample, hut
were not multiplled. Eating, when undertaken,
wins no mere frivolity, but serlous business, This
Christmns dinper was at 8:30 p, m.: there had
been no lunch, and there wias no supper to come
After dinner there were gnmes—-blind mnan’s huf,
hunt the slipper, and the lUke—with mueh romping
and more or less kissing. A sprig of mistletoe
wis hung up In o convenlent plnee, and If o girl
hnppened to be kleged under It by o young man
she did not falnt or call for help, In fact, It
might he suspected that she did not serlously ob-
ject.

Never, in this world were there
more capable and expert makers of love than the
young mwen of Washington's doy in old Virginin.
Nobody ever saw Jolller fellows than rl|-'.\' were,
If they loved flercely, they proved thelr sincerity
by marrying early; and, when one of them was

nnd nowhere,

50 unfortunnte as to lose his wife, he woulil Ine
varlably muarry ngain.  Marrvinge wos consldered
Just anbout the most lmportant duty of Hfe. and
the love nffnirs of the gentlefolk were freely
confided even to the servants, Blook Tom Knew
that Mars' James was “going aftor” Miss ‘Sallle
Lee, und would talk the matter over with his
young master. And It was the same way with
the girls.

So It may enslly be tmagined that on a festive
pecnslon such as this Chrlstmas celebratlon n
good denl of Incldental lovemnking, some of |t
serlons  enongh, was  accomplished, But e

Munster of the Revels, though he himself had been
sufflclently ardent In his youth, was in Inter life
no cager symputhizer with such follles,

Though Mr, Washington teok no part In the
romwps that followed the dinner, he henrtlly en-
Joyed the fun. Oceasionally he rellshed a gnme
of cards, and probubly on this Christmns evenlng
he Indulged In some such amusement, in company
with the older people, while the young folks
genmperad and romped, He played for money.
but the stnkes were small,

There were two young people at Mount Vernon
in those dnys—the son and daughter of Mrs,
Whashington by her first husband., It I8 vasy to
imagine the part they took In the romps on Christ-
pns day. John and Martha, thelr names were,
but everybody knew them ns Jacky and Patsy.
Patsy died In 1778, when Just budding Into wom-
nntpod, while her brother marrled young, and
had four children, two of whom, George and Nel-
le Custis, were ndopted by Mr. Washington, To
George he left the famous Arllngton estate, oppo-
gite the clty of Washington, which nfterwards
fell by inherltance to the wife of Gen. Robert B
Lee. ;

On Christmns eve there was n dance, to which
all the neighbors for many miles around were,
a8 n matter of course, Invited. The party begun
before elght, and was over by ten o'clock.
Young ladies' beauty In those times was not
spolled by late hours, For musle thera was a
slngle fiddle, played by an old slave on the place
—n white-halred negro who kept the time and
helped on the tune by pounding on the floor with
his big foot.

All the young ladies wore low-necked dresses,
making o bravoe display of pretty shoulders, and
the men were In kneebreeches and silk stoekings.
Mrs. Washington’s gown, eut V-shaped and filled
in with ruching, was of French sllk; but the
clothing she ordinarlly wore was of domestic
manufacture, helng woven at Mount Vernon, where -
no fewer than sixteen negro women were Kept
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constuntly nt work In what wns ealled the “spin-
ning-honge.”  This Industrinl annex of the estab-
Hshment remains to this day, and visitors at
Mount Vernon are tuken by the guldes to see the
very room In which the spinningwheels were
operptod,

Of eourse, there was high festival not only for
the master and his guests, but also for “my peo-

ple.,” ns Washington wius aecustomesd to enll the
negroes on his estate, He wonld never have
thought of speaking of them as slaves. There

were nt that perlod about one hundred negroes on
the place, und at the Yuletlide senson they en-
Joyed exceptional privileges. Good things for
thelr consumption were disteibuted with no nig-
gard hand by the mistress of the house, 0 trent
much apprecinted helng o drink known as “methige
ler,” composed of fermented honey, and
water. Another beverage brewed by Mrs, Washe
Ington was o sort of peach bramly sweetened with
honey.

Those were dnys when a eapnble honsewlife was
supposed to know how to compound n variety of
beverages. Beor was bréwed ot Mount Vernon
under Mrs. Washington's own superviion, unnd
clder ns well, the Jatter being o deink of which
her hushund was very fond, He nlways hnd it oo
the table at dinner, and would tnke it freely In
place of the wines which were more to the taste
of his guests

By ten o'clock In the evening the festivities of
Christmas day ot Mount Vernon were over. Fyen
had the fashion of the time been otherwise, Mra,
